Columbus. O.. March 5. — The len- 
ate pafcgc<l th« Sceae normal nthool 
b«ll by a vote of 20 yeas to 4 nays, 
•ai thus Bmd« it a law. It proTides 
for the eatabllshment of normal 
«chool8 at Ohio university at Athens 
and at Miami university at Oxford. 
1%a nMaaura levies a tax of one-tbir- 
ttoth o( a iaill for tb* purpoM of 
maintaining these schools, or |65,000 
In all. Of this amount seven-twelfths 
are to CO to the maintenanca of the 
Mbool at Atbens and five-twelftba to 
tb« ■ehoel at Oxford. 

The senate passed these additional 
bills: Proviaing for the appointment 
of an additional stenograp'.ier by the 
■oprema court; correcting a constltu- 
il«Bal defect In a law BOT«minc tba 
Toledo board of education.

by Mr. Pomerene, authorising village 
ooujicila to establlHh depositories for 
public funds. 

Banator TboVnpson of Franklin In- 
troduced an inooms tax bill, provld 
for a tax of one-flfth of one per cent 
OB all inromoj; of |200 per annum or 
©Tt-r. 

The senate Judiciary committee de- 
cided to' report favorably on tba Kim- 
ball bill, passed several days ago In 
Ibe house, to provide for the adminis- 
tratioa of the Andrews estate, left by 
a wsaHby New Yoric merchant, who 
laft 1600,000 with which to eatabllib 
on Induttrlal and educational home 
for women at Wllloughby. Lake coun- 
ty, tbls state. The estatt- is valued at 
11,000.000, but the beneficiaries can 
Mt g«t b<M of tba money. Tbo Kim- 
ball Mil puts the whole matter in the 
bands of the attorney general. 
In the House. 
Tba Ouarin grade crossing biU waa 
passed by the bouss and it Is said 
that the measure will have easy sail- 
ing through the senate. The bill pro- 
^Idea that whare railroad companies 
are oaabla to agrea upon the terms 
and method of crossing aa<*b otbar's 
towks, the latter shall be left to the 
common pleas court for adjustment. 
Tba court abaU then decide upon 
lerow and metbods ao as to inflict as 
little injury to tbe road to be crossed 
as po»slbl«. Wherever it is possible 
•o to do, grade crost^inKs are nut to 
IM allowed. 

The Williams blU to autborlxa Cln- 
clBBatl to Issue flSI.OOO worth of 
bondfl with which to improve E^ast 
ChHurt street waa passad. The York 
MM. parmltting corporations to bor- 
row money to the amount of its au- 
tborlscd capital stook also was pass- 
ed. Tbe Arthur bill, to exclude min- 
isters of the gospel from tbe elec- 
iloaa regulations, which requires cit- 
tsens to be a resident of a state one 
year, of a county SO days and of a 
township or ward 20 days, -was d«> 
fsated by a decisive vote. 

Ths bill reorganizing the offllce of 
the stats labor commlssionar was 
yasasd by tbe bouse. It provides 
deputies and gives them full power 
to enter workshops and factories and 
jltbir* statlstloB for the commiasioner.

Both pleaded ruHty to 
the violation of tbe banking taws in 
connection with carrying a fraudulent 
check at the old National bank of 
which MacLeod was formerly teller. 
Salsbury was given two years at tbe

fleer of the bank made the penally 
for him more severe.

WILL K Or INTE &fEBF. 

President Roosevelt to the Boer 
Representatives. 

Washington. March 5.— Messrs 
WollmaranK iu:(! W'est-t lis. The Boer 
reprfprntalives who came to the I'nit- 
•d States from Europe tor the p.irpo-c 
of conferring with the president, have 
achieved their purpoae. They were 
received by President Roosevelt In tbe 
library and remained with him about 
15 noiinutes. They called as private 
citizens and not in their official capa' - 
ity as Boer representatives. Mr. 
Rooseralt llatened to whsA tbey had to 
say and then Informed them that this 
gt>vernment cannot and will not inter* 
fere in tbe struggle. 

Sugar lounties Abolished. 

Washingtrvn. March — The state de- 
partment has received a reply from 
I'nitcd Statea Minister Townseod at 
Brusaeta to its InQuiry aa to the accu- 
racy of the preea reports of tbe reaults 
of the conference of representatives of 
beet sugar-producing, bounty-paying 
coiuitriee. Mr. Towusend reports that 
the proceedings were suppoaedly be- 
crei, hence it la not poasible to make 
an ofllclal statemaoi of tba reault of 
the conference. However, It ia the un- 
derstanding, he says, that the con- 
ferees have agrec-d to abolish all boun- 
ties on beet sugar and lo adopt a uni- 
form customs uriff on imports of sugar 
of 9L10 psr 220 pounds, or about a bait 
tent a pound. 

8uapaot Batson In Jail. 

New Orleans, March 5. — EJd Batson 
of Spickard, Mo., who Is charged 
with the murder of the six members 
of tbe Earl family near Welsh. La., 
and who was recently arrested at 
Lawrence, Ma, eroaaed the length of 
Louisiana in safety and in charge of 
Sheriff Perkins of Calcasieu parish, 
was safely landtd in the parish pris- 
on here. He will stay in New Orleans 
until hla trial ia called. Oovexnur 
Heard is exerting himself to give the 
prisoner adequate protection.

FURTHER RISE OF WATERS FEARED. 



Oblo Valley and tbe Katt AfTrcted 
and tbe Htorm Threatens to 
Do Muob Damage— Heavy 
Fall of tbe Beautiful. 



New York. March 5. — Another snow- 
storm w^lch threatens to do much 
damage siart.(i] at an early hour and 
soon eight inches had lali< n The 
snow waa wet and heavy and caused 
meh Inconvenience and considerable 
delay to traffic on elevated and sur- 
face lines. On the river the weathr r 
was so thick that ferryboats wi re un 
able to run at nwre than half speed. 
The anow was accompanied by a mod- 
erate wind. Telegraphic service was 
further demoralized by the storm. 
The Western Union company rt I'orted 
that It was losing wires in all dirc'C- 
Uona on account of tbe heavy snow 
which In some localltlea was followed 
by sleet. The tra/in service on the 
New York Central railroad, which was 
disorganized by the floods, was furth- 
er impeded by the anow. 

All through tr.iin.s on r.-^ilroads hav- 
ing terminus in Jersey City were la'.' 
In arriving. Many coal trains on th*- 
Pennsylvania, Lehigh Valley and Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey are stalled 
In Pennsylvania. an<l as a result there 
is likely to b« a scarcity of coal, par- 
ticularly of the small varieties. 

Effect of the Snowstorm. 
Cincinnati. March 5.— The Ohio riv- 
er appears to have reached. the limit 
of tbe present rise — 60 feet and 9 
inches. Captain Bassler, local fore- 
oast offic ial, says It will be pradi ally 
stationary for the next 24 hours and 
will fall slowly on account of the 
heavy snowfall in West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and southern Ohio. Reports 
from Kentucky show 10 to 15 inches 
of snow. At .\luysvllle even omnibus- 
es have been comi>elled to abandon 
their trips. Here the snow waa from 
three to four inchea deep and was ac- 
companied by high wind, which pro- 
duced many drifts. 

Snow In Kentuclcy. 

Louisville, .March 5.— The heaviest 
snow of the season fell in the eastern, 
southeastern and central portions of 
the state, the fall reaching four Inches. 
In this city about five inches fell, 
while Frankfort. Cattlettsiburg and 
Lawrenceburg, Harrodsburg and sev- 
eral other towns between eight and 
10 inchea la reported. In the moun- 
tains it is feared that should the 
snow melt rapidly much damage 
would be done by high water. 

Seven Inches. 

Pittsburg. Mar<h 5. — S;iow in this 
vicinity is seven inches deep and the 
street car traffic is almoat at a staad- 
•Ull in both PitUburg and Allegheny, 
while the cars to and from the su- 
burbs are making but few trips. Tbe 
railroads are also suffering to some 
extent and trains are all delayed. The 
local telephone wires are in bad 
sbape. very few of the city llnee be- 
ing In use. 

Worst of the^Wlntcr. 

Bethlehem, Pa.. March 6. — The two 
Bithlehfms and vicinity have been 
swept by the worst storm of the win- 
ter and there is no indication of its 
abatement. Snow has fallen to the 
depth of 15 inches and the gale is ter- 
rific. -All tiolley lines centered here 
have been tied up. Cars crowded with 
passengers are standing on the Blue 
mountains, miles from nearest towns. 

Sleet and Rain. 
Baltlmor, March S. — A heavy snow- 
storm set In here and turned into 
aleet and rain. The trolley lines and 
telegraph and telephone companies 
are suffering to some extent

The witness said the Fili- 
pinos had iiidf'd the Anievicans ma- 
terially by their knowledm' of the 
country and the accommodations they 
had supplied, but that the Filipinos 
have never been considered a part of 
the fighting force in tbe operations 
against the Spanish forces. 

Arms For Filipinos.

good reason for believing that recent- 
ly a vessel flying the (I' lniim flai,' 
landed .Manser lill' s uii tli" < oasi of 
Batangas for the use uf the inaurg- 
enta. It Is said that tbe shipment 
comprised 70 cas-cF. or about 1,400 
rifles, with amniii':i;i..n. Tlif vessel 
was seen hovering about th? c.uist i.f 
Mindoro for several days, finally 
dropped up to Batangas, almost with- 
in cannon shot of Manilla, and later 
di.sappearod. Abotit the sam«» time a 
cargo of arms was Iruulrd. In view 
of the existence of numerous recruit- 
ing sUUons In the district of Manilla 
itself, tbe American believe these llb- 
portatlons are serious. 

Destruetivs Fire. 

Aiken. S. C. March 3.— Fire hc-re 
destroyed nine buildings, comprising 
a block In the center of the city.

There 
were no fatalities. Several people 
Wfre Injured, however, in Sunnyside 
sanitarium. v.h:(h was among the 
buildinga destroyed. In addition to 
tbe sanitarium tbe following struct- 
ures were burned: Lygeum hall, the 
Aiken Recorder office and the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Quash, ths Misses Ford 
and J. H. Loomia. A number of ataUes 
were destroyed. Tbe flnanclal loaa Is 
not large.

— An ex- 
traordinary atttnipt to start a revo- 
lution was made at the frontier town 
of Shabbats, by a raid under the lead- 
ership of Alavantlcs, a relative of 
Prince Karagt'o; govich, tin- pietmder 
to the berviau throne. The only re- 
sult waa that tba Alavantlcs was 
killed and his adherents arrested. 

Alavantlcs. with a hand lull of fol- 
lowers, arrived at rihallut^> fn :u 
trowics, wearing tbe uniform of a gen- 
eral In the Servian army and called 
to the frontier guard to fullow him. 
The latter, not susixcting that any- 
thing was wrong, accompanied the 
supposed general to the town hall, 
where Alavaatle ordered the nicu of 
tlic tire department to join him. The 
procession pi iKce led to the gendar- 
mei'le barracks, wh'.ie Alaviiitl's 
paraded the gendarmes. Tv.o of tlu- 
latter, however, whose s>:iri( ion.-t 
were aroused, escap. d and apprised 
thrlr comman.Ur, Cap'.ain Nlkollcc. 
'i'h" latter. \\h:-u 1;<' i..riv(;i on ili- 
scene, called on Alavantlcs to pro- 
duce aome document as authority for 
his actions, whereupon the would-be 
revolutionist leader fired a revolver at 
Captain Nik,)lics and slightly wnund- 
ed him. Nikolics promptly shot and 
killed Alavantles, whoae tollowars 

were arrested.

A press vlispafcb from Frankfort 
indicates that the bill is very mucli alive. 
The dispatch saye : 

Senator Pritchard's bill creating; the 
county of Beckham out of parts of L^wis, 
Carter and EllioU will he favorably re- 
ported to the Senate. Olive Hill is 
named as the county seat. The bill con- 
tains the following proviaions : 

"For the purpose of selecting and ac- 
quiring grounds upon which to erect and 
maintain all necessary public baildintpf 
for said county, a board of three commis- 
sioners is hereby created, to be known as 
'Beckham Oounty Public Building Com- 
mission.' The said commissioners shall 
be appointed by the Governor of the 
Htate within ten days after this act takes 
effect; but said commissioners shall not 
all be of one political party, and in case 
of a vacancy in said board such vacancy 
shall be filled by i^poiDtnieiit made by 
the Governor." 

The measure will not only be favorablv 
reported, but it contains an emergency 
c^aose and will likely be a law within the 
n«x^ thirty days.

Carroi.i.tov, Ky., March 4 — The To- 
bacco Growers' Association met here to- 
lay, with eleven counties represented. 
The convention was called to order by J. 
Vf. Gaunt, who was elected temporary 
Chairman. Joseph ii. Wright, of Shelby 
County, was elected Secretary. A Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organixition re- 
ported back the names of James M. 
tiuuutior President; Dr. I. W. McGinnis, 
of Henry County, for Secretary, and X. 
I'. Craij;, cf Gallatin, for Treasurer. 

K'-solutions were adopted capitalizing 
the association at $1,000,000, to biB divided 
into shares of $10 each. All tobacco 
growers am required to give bond that 
they will deliver their product to the as- 
sociation, agreeing to reoeive 60 per cent, 
of its value on delivery, the balance when 
sold by tbe acBociat ion. The association 
has the right to sell in the open market 
or to manufacture. Farmers have the 
right to sell to any one, but in case they 
do they most pay tbe association $2 per 
hundred for idl tobaooo aold that way.

TOOK HIS LIFE. 

Sad U«atii of Jadge L. F. Waitber, ol Ueorgo- 
tewa, 0.— Warry Over Fiaaaelal 
Laases flivea as tke Caase. 



OaoRGiTowir, 0<, March 5.— Jodge L 

F. Walther, formerly Probate .Tudae of 
Brown County, committ< d suicide early 
this morning by haDgiog himself in bis 
palatial residence in the oiitskirtf ( f the 
city. Judge Walther was one of the 
largest tobacco growers in this section of 
the country. It is said that reverses in 
the tobacco business of late and the f:iil- 
ure of liis crop caused despondency. 
Judge Waltiier was one of tbe meet 
prominent' Demoorais in this part of the 
State, having been a leader in Demo- 
cratic politics both in thia city and Hig- 
gineport, where he waa bom. The dead 
jurist had a lnrge circle of friends in Hig- 
giusport and tbe news of his death was a 
shock to tbe entire community. A wife 
and two children aarviva. Tbe dead 
man's only brothM U<rea ia Maysville, 
Ky., while aeveral diataat ralatitaa still 
reside in Higginsport. 

Tbe sad news of Judge Waltber'a death 
Waa received here early Wednesday 
morning by his brother, Mr. C. A. 
Walther, who lelt at once for George- 
town. Jndgo Walther visited here last 
week. Though apparently in his usual 
vigorous health, he complained, in con- 
versation with an old schoolmate, of hav- 
ing suffered from sleeplessness fi)r some 
time, and waa in a despondent and moody 
condition. That evening, the local cor- 
respondent of tbe Cincinnati Kiiquirer, 
received a telegram from his paper, in- 
quiring as to Judge Walther, and saying 
it had information he had attempted 
suicide previona to coining to Mayaville, 
and asking for the facte for an exclusive 
article on the subject. The information 
conld not be given and the article never 
appeared. 

Judge Waltber'a troable, it is learned, 
resulted from heavy financial leases on 
investments in leaf tobacco. He served 
two terms as Probate Jod|{e of Brown 
County. Tbe office paid about $3,000 a 
year. Investments in tobacco bad also 
yielded a handsome profit and he retired 
from odice with a comfortable fortune.
